Generally, it Ilion occurs to him, if it 
has not before, that lie is paving a heavy 
sum for an unknown, unsubstantial 
thing which cannot be estimated iii dol­ 
lars aud cents. 
And yet he is obliged 
to recognize that it lias a market value 
among liri own fellow-countrymen. Th*? 
women-memlMTs of the household are 
iii such a state of beatific hope, usually, 
that they would as soon think of hag­ 
gling with st. 
Peter ibout the price of 
admission within the celestial gates as 
to challenge that demanded by the nib­ 
ble groom for opening .unto them tie* 
portals of the new world to which it is 
his privilege to belong. 
After the marriage consummation, 
the American family are prepared to be­ 
lt).in* tile friends of tin* noble husband's 
family. Calls are exchanged, and po- 
liteness i> shown to th*; transatlantic 
people - a politeness that is unexcep­ 
tionable. The Americans wait for that 
expansion which usually precedes inti­ 
macy, aud, as they wait, discover that 
the newly-rn adc Countess is being grad­ 
ually withdrawn from them, that she is 
surrounded, and that barriers are being 
create I between her ami them. 
In a 
vvor<l, the parents learn that they have 
served ms a la*Ider to what they consid 
ere*! a higher social life. The relatives 
of the new husband have virtually' said 
to him: “ Your wife is now one of us, 
ami we receive her, but we have not 
married her relatives, aud we draw' tho

The young American woman, with 
the natural affection which belongs to 
her sex. may protest against this virtual 
separation from her parents, but is 
trained an*! amused in such a way that 
she. as a rule, gradually becomes ac 
customed to it. 
The separation docs not take place at 
once, but the \isits between mother and 
daughter become fewer, and then at 
longer intervals, until finally the mother 
ceases to enter into the daily life of the 
daugliUT. 
Au l yet neither the father 
nor mother can find an act or a word in 
their brief intercourse with their daugh­ 
ter's new relatives which they can term 
positively

difiicult to find. 
The American father •chafes under 
this. 
He would rather receive some act 
of provocation, give them a piece of his 
mind and be done with it; but the prov­ 
ocation never comes, and at last he 
finds it inconsistent with his dignity to 
hold any intercourse with people who 
keep him at such a distance, and he will 
have nothing more to do with them. 
The mother may still yearn for lier 
daughter, but the aroused father will 
permit her to make no further visits to 
the daughter s house; then, only once 
in a long while, the Countess comes to 
them. 
Thus is brought about what the 
husband and his family have desired.

The doctor treated it, and although the 
hand was swollen to a great size the 
next day, no more serious effects were 
felt, and the man is now almost well. 
But the action which saved his life was 
taken long before he found a doctor. 
Ruel’A father-in-law, an old resident 
named Prunier, is a professional snake 
catcher, and the two went out together 
on the day in question. The Mr. Tom

possible, the blood which followed pro­ 
fusely being almost black, and finally 
applied some strong spirits of ammonia.

printing-offices of tho Neue 
Freic Pressc at Vienna are now lighted 
with Siemens’ divided electric lamps. 
—It is claimed in South Carolina that 
cotton can be manufactured there at a 
cost of a cent and a quarter per pound 
loss than in New' England. 
—It is said that German workmen 
give a very line temper to their edge- 
tools by simply heating them to a white 
heal aud plunging them repeatedly into 
sealing-wax, so that finally the tool is 
too cold to penetrate the wax. 
—By means of the electric clocks now 
in position along the Hudson River 
Railroad, an operator in New' York con­ 
trols the hands of each clodk without 
the intervention of the men connected 
with the depot. 
For a moment before 
noon the hands of each clock are agi­ 
tated and stop exactly at the same in­ 
stant. 
— Mr. Trowbridge, our Consul at 
Vers. Cruz, has called attention to a 
cactus known as the “ pita,” with libers 
sixteen feet long, and capable of being 
spun to an incredible fineness. 
The 
fabric woven from these fibers appears 
like silver tissue of wonderful deli­ 
cacy. 
The plant flourishes both in 
Mexico and Texas in great abundance. 
—In a recent note to the Vienna 
Academy, Herr Salzer off ers an estimate 
(based on numeration) of the probable , 
number of optic nerve libers and of ret- j 
inal cones in a human eye. 
The num­ 
ber of the former he supp >ses to be 
about 4.18,000, that of the latter 3,300,- 
000. This gives seven or eight cones I 
foreach nerve fiber, supposing all libers j 
of the optic nerves to be connected with 
cones, and equally distributed among I 
them. 
—The Ames Company at Chicopee, 
Mass., a concern which needs skilled 
and intelligent workmen, is trying to 
bring about a return to the old ap­ 
prentice system by their employes. 
In view of the present scarcity of thor- j 
oughly competent mechanics, other 
concerns are adopting such a course, 
and, with the demand for skilled labor 
in that line, the boys who have the pa­ 
tience and nerve to learn the business 
thoroughly will bo sure of better re­ 
wards ultimately than the present sys­ 
tem can ever secure them. 
—The shortest curve in the world is 
on the Knoxville branch of the Louis­ 
ville and Nashville Road. 
The gauge 
is three feet, and a part of the grade 
is 200 feet to the mile; but the 
most remarkable feature is a curve, , 
which is on the scale of IOO degrees. 
While the engine is coving in one di­ 
rection, the rear car are moving in ex- j 
actlv the opposite v-.rection. 
The en­ 
gine is a perfect little toy, and with its 
long train of about seventy-five loaded 
cars, or ninety to one hundred empty 
ones, it resembles a gigantic serpent 
craw ling gracefully but rapidly among 
the trees and houses along the way. 
—In 1840 the finest ocean steamers 
plying between this country and En­ 
gland burned 5,291 pounds of coal for 
each ton of paying freight, the speed, 
at that time considered fast, being 8£ 
knots per hour. 
At the present day 
the first-class steamers burn only 551 
{HHinds of coal per ton of freight car­ 
ried, and realize a speed of 15\ knots 
per hour. 
But, although our present 
steamers are making very fast time, and 
are very economical as compared with 
the earlier vessels, it is still a lamenta­ 
ble fact that on the largest aud finest of 
them, furnished with all the latest im­ 
provements to secure economy, we can 
onlv succeed in putting into the steam 
a1 lout one-tenth of the heat realized in 
the boiler fire, and the remaining niue- 
leuths are lost.

Prunier says he once saw 
a woman die in tw'enty-five minutes of 
a rattlesnake bite, probably before he 
had learned to work so promptly. This 
man has been in the business some 
time, selling the snakes to collectors 
and natural-history museums. 
He al­ 
ways draw's the poison fangs as soon as 
the animals are captured, so that they 
are no longer dangerous, but even then 
they would not be considered very 
agreeable playthings 
in 
a family. 
Prunier*s wife, however, seems to have 
a good deal less than the natural dread 
i of such things, if the story he tells of 
j her is true. He hail fourteen live rattle­ 
snakes on hand at one time, aud kept 
them in a large box in the room where 
lie and his wife slept.

Instruction ami Suicide. 
Professions do not predispose to sui­ 
cide, but instruction does. No man kills 
himself because of his trade, but a good 
many men kill themselves because of 
their knowledge. 
Not only has the ro- 
| vival of suicide almost exactly coincided, 
in time, with the modern extension of 
schooling, but suicide is now' most 
abundant, in place, in the very regions 
in which schooling is most expanded. 
The records establish this beyond all 
doubt. The inhabitants of countries iii 
which every one can read are precisely 
those who kill themselves the most. 
Now this supplies another indication 
tnat persons do not always make a good 
use of reading. 
We know that fact 
already, it is true, but we scarcely ex­ 
pected* that additional proof of it would 
be supplied in this strange form. 
That 
reading conduces to suicide is a new 
view of reading, but it is incontestably 
an exact one—within limits. We could, 
perhaps, have imagined, if we had 
thought about the matter at all, that 
certain occupations might possibly pave 
the way, underjfavorable circumstances 
of health, to thoughts of suicide. 
We 
could have wildly guessed, for instance, 
that newly-enlisted recruits, or light­ 
house keepers, or exiles, or public exe­ 
cutioners lead lives in which the self­ 
killing tendency might receive a morbid 
development; but never, in our senses, 
should we suppose that village school­ 
ing is, iudirectly, the most fertile of all 
the actual origins of suicide. 
And yet 
it seems to be so. 
And if it is not, 
what is? We have all of us heard so 
much of “ the suppression of crime by 
education ” that we have insensibly ac­ 
quired the unreasoned belief that edu­ 
cation is the one natural cure for moral 
evils. So, perhaps, it ought to be. 
And—to repeat the question—if it is 
not, what can bo? 
But evidently, as 
regards this particular evil, education 
appears to be provocative rather than a 
remedy—at least in the form in which 
we have hitherto applied it. The books 
which are now being published about 
suicide on the Continent are all deplor­ 
ing. with 
consternation, the simul­ 
taneity o f.the spread of the alphabet 
and of voluntary death, and are asking, 
anxiously, what can be tile connection 
between them. They seem, indeed, to 
be almost expecting that, if we go on as 
we have begun, we shall soon sec sui­ 
cide officially recognized by govern­ 
ments as an inevitable result of study, 
(like headaches and spectacles), and 
placed naturally, all over Europe, un­ 
der the supervision of the ins|>ectors of 
school* - ' blackwood1 s Magazine..
